Prevalence  of.  and  control  over.  Infectious  Diseases. 

Infectious  diseases  generally. 

Notifiable  infect i crus  diseases  since  1920  have 
been  very  few,  averaging  from  3 to  4 per  year,  witn  the 
exception  of  the  year  1923  when  17  cases  of  scarlet 
f#ver  were  reported,  all  of  which  were  reraroved  to  nospit  al. 
Tne  source  of  infection  is  very  difficult  to  ascertain, 
but  the  spread  of  infection  is  often  caused  by  neignbours 
visiting  before  a medical  man  is  called  in  or  by  a cnild 
having  the  disease  so  slight  tnat  tne  parents  tninx  it 
only  a heat  rash  and  take  no  furtner  notice  until  peeling 
commences.  Tne  suppjtjk  of  dipntheria  antitoxin  is  by 
Messrs  F.Rimmington  and  Son,  Bradford  at  tne  Council's 
expense,  but  before  a supply  can  be  asxed  for  tne  patient 
is  in  hospital.  There  has  been  no  case  of  encepnalitis 
lethargies  nor  return  cases  of  scarlet  fever.  Pneumonia 
is  usually  treated  at  home,  and  there  have  been  no  cases 
of  Malaria,  Dy sentry,  or  Trench  Fever. 

Tne  County  Council'^s  laboratory  at  Waxe field  is 
at  the  Council's  disposal  for  tne  examination  of 
patnological  and  bacteriological  specimens,  but  txiere  xias 
been  no  need  to  call  on  it. 

Contacts  in  tubercular  cases  are  always  looxed 
after.  Isolation  is  carried  out  by  rsnoval  to  nospital 
and  premises  are  disinfected  after  removal.  Tnere  nave 
been  no  return  cases  nor  carrier  cases. 

No  use  nas  been  made  of  tne  tests  xnown  as  tne 
Schicx  and  Dicx  Tests  in  Dipntneria  and  Scarlet  Fever 
respectively  or  of  tne  recently  developed  artificial 
methods  of  immunization  againsts  tnese  diseases.
